ROME, Jan. 2 (R). — The Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front (EPLF) chargeed today that the 'Ethiopian Air 
Force had attacked the town of Keren and several sur- 
rounding Eritrean villages controlled by anti -government 
rebels with napalm. An EPLF spokesman hers said it 
was the first time Ethiopian forces hau used napalm 
since 1975. Keren, a market' town set in beautiful rolling 
hills about 90 fans, north of the provincial capita! of 
Asmara, was captured by EPLF forces last July. Since 
then it had settled down to a relatively normal life with 
the market open, shops doing a bustling trade, electrici- 
ty and water supplies resuming and the EPLF starting 
a bus service.

Carter expected to 
highlight flexibility 
in Begin proposals 


CAIRO, Jan. 2 (R). - President 
Carter will tell Egyptian Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat this week 
that he sees a Palestinian ho- 
meland as the first step tow- 
ards creation of a Palestinian 
state, the Cairo daily A1 Messa 
repnrted today. 

The newspaper quoted diplo- 
matic sources for its report. 

Mr. Carter will stop at As- 
wan. in Upper Egypt, on Wed- 
nesday for a meeting with Mr. 
Sadat, who launched a new 
phase of Middle East peace- 
making by visiting Israel In No- 
vember, but rejected settlement 
terms proposed last month by 
Israel. 

The American president up- 
set Egypt last week by saying 
that he considered a Palestin- 
ian state undesirable. 

Al Messa said today that 
“Carter will put forward his 
visualisation on the question of 
a national homeland for the Pa- 
lestinian people, which he con- 
siders to be the start of the 
creation of a Palestinian state." 

Al Messa said that, in Mr. 
Carter's view, the future Pales- 
tinian state and its links with 
Jordan should be decided by 
the people of the West Bank 
and Gaza in a plebiscite. . 

The plebiscite would be su- 
pervised by a “world body", 
and its date would be' decided 
by the foreign ministers of Eg- 
; pi. Israel and the United Sta- 
tes who meet In Jerusalem la- 
ter this month, Al Messa said. 

They will be meeting as the 
political committee of the Cai- 
ro preparatory conference. The 
committee, and a military com- 
mittee. were set up during the 
Ismailia talks. 

Al Messa quoted official sou- 
rces as saying the Aswan me-

Kuwait’s new emir says 
policies will continue 


KUWAIT. Jan. 2 (Agencies). - 
The new Emir of Kuwait, She- 
ikh Jaber Al Ahmad Al Jaber 
Al Sabah, today pledged to fol- 
low the domestic and foreign 
policies of his predecessor. Sh- 
eikh Sabah Al Salem Al Sabah, 
who died of a heart attack on 
Saturday. 

He was making his first bro- 
adcast to his people since he 
was sworn in on Saturday. 

Sheikh Jaber, 50, said : "We 
will continue the march begun 
by our great late emir and will 
follow his steps in order to se- 
cure more achievements." 

As heir apparent and prime 
minister in the past II years. 
Sheikh Jaber wielded increas- 
ing powers and was, with Sh- 
eikh Sabah, one of the major 
policy-makers in Kuwait 

A local newspaper, Al An- 
ba\ said today a new Kuwaiti 
cabinet was expected to be for- 
med in the next two weeks af- 
ter a new prime minister had 
been named this weekend or 
at the beginning of next week. 

His Majesty King Hussein 
today sent a cable of condolen- 
ces to Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad 
in which he expressed his deep 
sorrow on the death of Sheikh 
Sabah Al Salem, describing him 
as “a wise and sincere ruler," 
who had been close to his peo- 
ple. 

The government of Jordan 
has meanwhile announced se- 
ven days of official mourning 
by government departments on 
the occasion. 

Prime Minister Mudar Badran 
returned to Amman Saturday- 
after offering condolences on 
behalf of the King, Crown Prin- 
ce Hassan, the Viceroy, the go- 
vernment and the people of 
Jordan. 

Sheikh Jaber thanked all 
"sister and friendly countries 
which shared Kuwait its sor- 
rows.” 

Earlier in the day the Emir 
accepted condolences from the 
Emir of Qatar, Sheikh Khalifa 
Ibn Hamad Al Thani, the Le- 
banese Prime Minister Selim 
Al Hoss and Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation Chairman Ya- 
sser Arafat.

D’Estaing : 
M.E. peace

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (R).— 
France would be ready to dis- 
cuss guaranteeing peace in the 
Middle East as part of a poli- 
tical settlement there, French 
President Valery Giscard d'Es- 
taing said in a television inter- 
view broadcast yesterday. 

He added that support from 
the Soviet Union was essential 
for a settlement, 

"It is not possible to have 
safeguards if one of the major 
superpowers is out of the agr- 
eement and is free or even de- 
cided to give support to one 
or two of the countries of the 
region," he added in the inter- 
view.

’ Egyptian officials said today 
the Palestinian question would 
dominate the talks and that 
President Sadat would reiter- 
ate Egypt's insistence on self- 
determination for Palestinians 
on the West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip. 

The officials said the Aswan 
talks could be as short as one 
hour. 

Egypt insists on the princi- 
ple of a Palestinian state al- 
though. like the U.S., It would 
like to see the territory link- 
ed in some way to Jordan. Jor- 
dan has no objection to such a 
link, provided this is the ex- 
pressed wish of the Palestin- 
ians. 

The semi-official daily Al 
Ahram said today that Mr. Sa- 
dat will hand Mr. Carter Egyp- 
tian counter-proposals to Mr. 
Begin's peace plan. The Egyp- 
tian proposals will be tabled at 
the foreign ministers' meeting 
in Jerusalem. 

Al Ahram added that Egypt's 
proposals would be based on 
the principles of total Israeli 
withdrawal from all the occu- 
pied Arab territories and the 
right of the Palestinian people 
to self-determination and to es- 
tablish their own independent 
state. 

Al Ahram said the proposals 
included a timetable for Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied Si- 
nai with security guarantees so 
that neither side would not be 
subject lo military attack or 
threat." 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohammad Ibrahim Kamel ye- 
sterday met members of his co- 
untry's delegation to the Cairo 
preparatory peace conference 
to work out Egypt's answers 
to the Israeli draft peace plan. 



NEW DELHI. Jan. 2 (R). — Pre- 
sident Carter today fell victim 
to an officially-sanctioned sys- 
tem that gives unique freedom 
to the White House press 
corps. 

He whispered to Secretary 
of State Cyras Vance he wan- 
ted a "cold and very blunt let- 
ter" sent to Indian Prime Mi- 
nister Morarji Desai, who was 
sitting across a conference ta- 
ble from him. about their dif- 
ferences on nuclear policy. 

He thought he- was convers- 
ing privately with Mr. Vance, 
but sound engineers for an Am- 
erican broadcasting network 
recorded every word. 

The soundmen were in a 
small group from the White 
House press corps invited into 
the room along with photogra- 
phers during a break in the Ca- 
rt er-Desai talks. 

What they recorded was ma- 
de available to every newsman 
travelling with the president 
on his current foreign tour un- 
der an arrangement approved 
by the White House itself. 

Similar groups frequently act 
as reporting pools for the rem- 
ainder of the White House 
press who do not attend pre- 
sidential events, usually becau- 
se of lack of space. 

Their reports are mimeogra- 
phed and distributed by the 
White House press office un- 
der arrangements that have ex- 
isted for years. 

An official Indian spokesman 
said the recording was made 
without authority. 

Perhaps it was under the ru- 
les followed by the Indian pri- 
me minister’s office. But in Wa- 
shington it happens several ti- 
mes every day when the pre- 
sident meets visitors in the 
White House Oval Office. 

“He’s pretty adamant about 
that nuclear fuel thing." 

"When we get back, I think 
we ought to write him another 
letter, but cold and very blunt,” 
the president was quoted as 
saying. 

White House Press Secreta- 
ry Jody Powell and Indian Fo- 
reign Secretary Jagat Mehta 
later rejected suggestions that 
the president was getting tou- 
gh with Mr. Desai. 

Both said the talks bad been 
conducted in a warm and frie- 
ndly atmosphere, giving impe- 
tus to Indo-American relations 
that have improved since the 
president and the prime minis- 
ter took office last year. 

Mr. Desai himself told Indian 
reporters : “I will not misun- 
derstand Mr. Carter and I am 
not at all upset about it. His 
remarks were recorded with- 
out notice and this is not fair 
lo him.” 

New shipment of enriched 
uranium to India 

Mr. Carter's gaffe occurred 
shortly before he spoke to the 
Indian parliament of his plea- 
sure at strengthened Indo-Ame- 
rican relations and announced 
that the United States would 
send another shipment of en- 
riched pranium to India despite 
differences over safeguards to 
prevent the production of ex- 
plosives from nuclear wastes. 

He told his audience the Un- 
ited States would also sell In- 
dia heavy water to replace su- 


pplies lost as a result of an ex- 
plosion at one of its heavy wa- 
ter production plants last mon- 
th. 

Though embarrassed by the 
eavesdropping incident, 1 the 
White House made no attempt 
to stop the issuing of a trans- 
cript of the recording or to ce- 
nsor or suppress it. 

But before the report was is- 
sued, Press Secretary Powell, 
who was dismayed by what had 
happened, met with other off- 
icials to draw up an explana- 
tion of what the president had 
in mind. 

Mr. Powell said the preside- 
nt's intention was to .M.nd Mr. 
Desai a letter explaining in st- 
raightforward and frank terms 
the problems India might en- 
counter purchasing American 
enriched uranium when Cong- 
ress approved new restrictions 
on exports. 

But he admitted : "He did 
not give care to his choice of 
words, hecause neither He nor 
Mr. Vance were aware that 
the conversation was being ta- 
ped for subsequent public re- 
lease."

Iran ready to 
defend Somalia 


TEHRAN, Jan. 2 (AFP). — Iran 
Is apparently willing to come 
to the defence of Somalia if 
the latter is attacked by Ethio- 
pia, according to a warning 
yesterday by the Shah that Iran 
could not remain Idle if Ethio- 
pia violated Somali borders. 

Iran's decision to extend its 
"protection" to the Ham of 
Africa and its oil arteries was 
seen by observers here as con- 
sistent with Iran's general po- 
licy of combatting "subversion" 
throughout the region. 

Iran will first try to mediate ■ 
in the dispute between the two 
countries, however, according 
to the statement by the Shah. 

While Iran intervened milita- 
rily to save the Sultan of Oman 
from Dhofar partisans, the im- 
precise .wording of yesterday’s 
warning did not necessarily in- 
dicate thatv.Iraa envisaged mi- 
litary action in the Ethiopian- 
Somali conflict.

Bomb at Egypt’s

BONN, Jan. 2 (R). — A time 
bomb laid at the Egyptian em- 
bassy here was defused today 
two minutes before it was due 
to go off, police said. 

Two kilogrammes of explo- 
sives with Russian markings 
were found only a few metres 
from an oil tank in the emba- 
ssy’s boiler room, they added. 


against Mogadishu, Iran would 
supply Somalia with large-scale 
military aid, including the mo- 
dern U.S. weapons which It has 
so far said it was unable to 
provide because of American 
bans. 

The fact that the Shah issued 
the warning after lengthy talks 
with President Jimmy Carter 
in which the two sides found 
broad agreement indicated that 
his position may have U.S. 
support. 

Observers In Djibouti saw 
the Shah's warning as a dual 
success for Somali diplomatic 
efforts. 

The observers said the war- 
ning constituted the first con- 
crete, positive result of the re- 
cent visit to Iran of Somali 
President Mohammad Siad Bar- 
re as well as the first open 
commitment to Mogadishu by 
another country in the Ogaden 
conflict. 

They stressed the privileged 
nature of relations between 
Iran and the U.S. and noted 
that Gen. Barre, who left Teh- 
ran shortly before the arrival 
of the U.S. president, had gi- 
ven the Shah a message for 
Mr. Carter seeking U.S. aid. 

Observers in Tehran said the 
Shah's waning appeared to be 
mostly a statement of principle 
for the moment, since both he 
and Mr. Carter had stressed 
their hopes for Somali-Ethlo- 
pian reconciliation. 

However, if Somalia were at- • 
tacked by a government backed 
by communist countries, it co- 
uld count on the Iranian com- 
mitment, the observers said.-

White House officials said 
they did not think the system 
would be changed despite the 
trauma of what happened today. 

But if a decision was made 
to abandon it. there would be 
cries that the White House was 
violating guarantees of freedom 
of the press. 


The U.S. chief executive, 
who met King Hussein for a 
final 45 minutes of talks tn 
Tehran prior to his departure 
for New Delhi, told reporters 
it was "at this moment hard 
to decide" whether Jordan sho- 
uld become involved in the Sa- 
dat-Begin peace talks. 

He had not tried to persuade 
King Hussein to join the peace 
negotiations, he added. 

"That is a decision for him 
to make," the president added. 

"At the moment. I think Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat is strongly 
representing the Arab position, 
and for the moment I see no 
reason - - I think the King 
agrees - - for Jordan to join the 
talks directly." 

King Hussein, who flew, here 
on Friday to meet Mr. Carter 
and the Shah had a 20-minute 
meeting with the president last 
night besides the discussion 
this morning. 

In a television interview br- 
oadcast in Nnw York yesterday 
the Shah said he thnuehi King 
Hussein, should play a much 
more important role in Middle 
East peace moves than he has 
had. 

He sard "Remember the We- 


st Bank used to belong to Jor- 
dan, and I personally think 
King Hussein should become 
more involved in the negotia- 
tions that have been going on." 

President Carter was asked 
today whether there was a me- 
eting of minds between himself

Trading 
slow as 
Stock 
Exchange 
opens

AMMAN, Jan. 2 (J.T.). — 
Operations at the Amman 
Stock Exchange got off to 
a slow start after the ope- 
ning of the Exchange on 
New Year’s Day. No trans- 
actions were completed on 
the first day and today tra- 
ding was limited to shares 
1 of the Jordan Petroleum Re- 
finery Company. Only JD 
428 worth of shares in the 
Refinery Company changed 
hands and the shares closed 
at JD 6.750. 

The staff of the Stock Ex- 
change were far from dis- 
mayed at this slow start, ho- 
wever. "Frankly we did not 
expect any transactions in 
the first week of opera- 
tions,” Director General, Dr. 
Hashem Sabbagh, told the 
Jordan Times. 

Dr. Sabbagh, three depar- 
tment managers, a secretary 
and two office boys make 
tip the entire staff of the 
Exchange which Is located 
on die third floor of the 
Chamber of Industry build- 
ing near Second Circle, Ja- 
bal Amman. 

The Administrative Com- 
mittee of the Exchange have 
licenced seven brokerage 
firms. From New Year’s Day 
all transactions in - shares of 
Jordanian companies bad 
to be conducted through 
these licenced brokers on 
the floor of the Exchange. 

The only exceptions are 
private trades between sha- 
reholders living outside Jor- 
dan but these private trades 
must also be notified to the 
Exchange authorities here 
and to the Company Secre- 
tary of the firm whose sha- 
res were traded so that pro- 
per -records of shareholders 
can be maintained.

TEHRAN. Jan. 2 (JNA). — His 
Majesty King Hussein has ass- 
erted Jordan’s determination to 

tark the neht. of Palestinians 

lo self-determination, called 
for total Israeli withdrawal 
from the occupied Arab territ- 
ories and a comprehensive set- 
tlement in which all parties co- 
ncerned should participate. 

In an interview with Ame- 
rica's NBC Television recorded 
here the text of which was re- 
. leased in Arabic by the Jordan 
News Agency in Amman today. 
King Hussein said that' Jordan's 
potential involvement in curr- 
ent peace efforts depended "on 
the grounds on which the eff- 
orts are based." 

"Jordan has always been re- 
ady to participate and back co- 
llective efforts aimed at reach- 
ing a peaceful solution based 
on United Nations resolution 
242 and 338," the King was 
quoted as saying. 

"We are of the opinion that ’ 
Sadat's speech to the Knesset 
included a workable framework 
of principles, and that any fu- 
ture settlement depends on Is- 
rael's position; but Menachem 
Begin's latest plan for the West 
Bank of Jordan proves that Is- 
rael has not responded in any 
way to anything leading to a 
reasonable settlement," the ag- 
ency’s Arabic version ' reported 
King Hussein as saying. 

Asked why Jordan had not 
sent a representative, or an ob- 
server, to the Cairo meetings, 
although the West Bank was 
pan of Jordan, the King rep- 
orted that United Nation reso- 
lutions 242 and 338 gave Jor- 
dan the right to take the West 
Bank back but subsequently 
the Rabat conference changed 
the nature of Jordan's respon- 
sibility in this matter. Egypt's 
position is totally different sin- 
ce it is discussing the future 
of Egyptian occupied land and 
so is Syria's position. When 
dealing with the West Bank 
of Jordan, one Is speaking of 
the Palestinian problem as a 
whole, . and this goes beyond 
Jordan's responsibility. 

We have always called for 
the return oF the West Bank 
and believed that the Palestin- 
ians should be given the chance 
of free self-determination und- 


er United Nations auspices, 
and Jordan will certainly do 
its besi to insure that. But as 
far re we can sen Israel has 
not moved a single srep towar- 
ds the achievement of just pl- 
ace. Consequently we must kn- 
ow the direction we are to fo- 
llow before participating in any 
peace efforts." JNA quoted the 
King. 

Asked whether Jordan accep- 
ted any of items mentioned in 
Begin's’ pfim. King Hussein '-aid; 

"Hi!) plan does not include 
any positive content. He does 
not have the right to decide 
that the Palestinian.- are to 
choose either the Jot daman or 
the Israeli nationality. Any set- 
tlement must include the retu- 
rn ..of the occupied land; and 
any modifications must be sli- 
ght and by both parties; Jeru- 
salem must be under Arab so- 
vreignty and the people of Pal- 
estine must be granted the 
right of self-determination.” 
according to the agency. 

Asked whether an Israeli st- 
atement of its intentions to 
withdraw would be of any ad- 
vantage, the King replied : 

"Yes, th3t will certainly help 
peace efforts on condition that 
Israel commits itself and with- 
draws from the land occupied 
in 1967, does not make cha- 
nges or modifications in the 
occupied land and guarantees 
the legitimate rights and self- 
determination of the Palestin- 
ians. 

The King said there was still 
a possibility that a joint Arab 
delegation would go to Geneva. 

In reply to another question, 
concerning his expectations if 
President Anwar Sadat found 
himself In a position to accept 
a unilateral settlement. King 
Hussein said : "I do not belie- 
ve that Sadat will take that 
step, unless you mean that the 
Arabs will refuse taking their 
lands back in exchange for 
peace.” 

"I believe that Begin's plan 
is a step that dangerously put 
things back." JNA quoted the 
King. 

Asked whether Israel would 
be more flexible in the future, 
he replied: "I believe that it 
must, because there is no other 
choice," according to the Ara- 
bic version released by JNA. 


Dayan said to accuse 
Sadat of intransigence 


TEL AVTV. Jan. 2 <R). — Fo- 
reign Minister Moshe Dayan 
told the Israeli cabinet that 
President Anwar Sadat has ta- 
ken an uncompromising stand- 
in peace talks with Israel whi- 
ch could endanger current pe- 
ace efforts, the newspaper Ma- 
ariv reported today. 

Mr. Dayan gave the cabinet 
a political review yesterday 
and ministers inferred that he 
- and Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin intend no concessions 
beyond- those offered fo'Mr. 


Sadat in Ismailia on Dec. 25 
and 26, Maariv said. 

The newspaper gave no so- 
urce for its story. Israeli off- 
iciate refused to comment on 
the report on the. cabinet’s se- 
cret discussion. 

According to Maariv, Mr. Da- 
yan quoted to the cabinet a 
number of statements made by 
President Sadat since his sum- 
mit talks with Mr, Begin, and 
said that he feared the Egypti- 
an leader’s uncompromising St- 
and may endanger peace effor- 
ts: ' - " ' — -

During his several flying .tours through the 
Middle East last year, U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance made it clear that the United States viewed 
its roie in the Middle East as a mediator and an 
honest broker, but he also added with equal 
regularity, if not the same ferocity, that the United 
States would take a more active role in the peace- 
making process if and when the time were ripe for 
that. Weil, judging from the past six weeks, and the 
status of the Israeli-Egyptian negotiations, one 
thinks that the time may be ripe. 

It has always been the American contention that 
progress towards peace can only come out of a 
protracted negotiating process, which was logically 
presumed to be scheduled for Geneva. But this has 
been overtaken in time by the Sadat initiative and 
the Israeli-Egyptian talks in Jerusalem and lsmailia. 
The peripheral issues of conflict between Egypt and 
Israel were settled in hours, and the two negotiators 
have gotten themselves stuck on the very stuck- 
prone issue of the Palestinian people. If ever there 
were a need for an honest mediator, it is now. 

The talks that President Carter will have with 
President Sadat in Egypt this week will revolve 
largely around the Palestinian issue, and the 
Americans will find out again very quickly that they 
are viewed by most Arabs as the only party capable 
of nudging Israel into a more conciliatory and just 
stand on the Palestinian question. 

Th“e negotiating forum that the Americans have 
consistently said is essential for peace talks is now 
in progress. And the central impasse in any Arab- 
Israeli peace agreement -- the Palestinian rights 
issue - - has emerged loud and dear. It remains for 
the Americans now to put their dedared intentions 
to the test, or, in more casual American vernacular, 
it's time to cook or get out of the kitchen. Otherwise, 
the process of Arab disenchantment with American 
motives and capabilities will probably speed up 
dramatically.

The shares of Jordanian pu- 
blic companies with paid up 
capital of over JD 100,000 are 
eligible to be traded on the 
Exchange floor. 

There are 62 such compani- 
es with declared capital total- 
ling JD 210.195.500 and paid 
up capital of JD 110,096,393. 
Total assets of these compa- 
nies amount to JD 144,910,905. 
Total number of shareholders 
are 170,367 who between them 
hold 68,838.681 shares. 

Ail companies whose stock 
is listed on the Exchange will 
pay an annual fee of two per 
ten thousand on their decla- 
red capital up to a maximum 
fee of JD 1.500. The minimum 
fee will be JD 50. 

The Exchange has issued a 
list of brokerage fees scaled 
according to the value volume 
of each transaction. The max- 
imum one per cent is payable 
on transactions up to JD 10,000 
value. Between JD 10,-20,000 
the fees are 0.7 per cent; from 
JD 20-30,000 fees are 0.5 per 


cent, from JD 30-40,000 fees 
are 05 per cent and on tra- 
nsactions over JD 4 0,000 bro- 
kers will receive 0.1 per cent 

Brokers themselves are ch- 
arged a 20 per cent commiss- 
ion by the Exchange on their 
total fees. This mil be levied 
equally on the buying and se- 
lling brokers, who will each 
pay ten per cent 

The Exchan ge holds two ses- 
sions daily except Friday. The 
morning session 10:00-11:00 
am. is the trading session and 
the afternoon session 1:00-2:00 

pm. is for settling. 

Foreigners living in Jordan 
can buy shares in Jordanian 
companies subject to individual 
approval by the Council of Mi- 
nisters. This can be a protra- 
cted procedure and it is unli- 
kely that any foreigner will be 
able to profit from speculative 
trading which requires, quick 
response to market pressures 
and trends.

ment to existing legislation to 
permit other Arabs to invest 
freely through the Exchange. 

Dr. Sabbagh told the Jordan 
Times that he expects the mo- 
vement of prices of shares lis- 
ted on the Exchange to show 
greater movement than they 
have done in the past, due to 
open trading of all shares on 
the floor. 

"Of course the share prices 
will basically reflect the state 
of supply and demand and a 
lot depends on how the inves- 
ting public react to this situa- 
tion,” Dr. Sabbagh told the 
Jordan Times. 

No primary market 

Trading is presently restric- 
ted to stocks and shares of Jo- 
rdanian public companies. How- 
ever Dr. Sabbagh and his ad- 
visers are currently drawing 
up procedures for operating a 
secondary bond market to de- 
al in government gilt edged 
issues. 

However the initial sale of 
new issues will not go through 
the Exchange. 

"We have no intention of 
getting involved in the prima- 
ry market for new bond or 
stock issues," Dr. Sabbagh 
said. "No stock exchange In the 
world operates a primary mar- 
ket." 

Although the creation of se- 
condary bond market will give 
investors an easy way of liqui- 
dation of gilt edged bonds the 
Central Bank of Jordan will 
still maintain its guarantee of 
buyer of last resort for any in- 
vestor who wants to sell go- 
vernment bonds before their 
maturity date. 


Merrill Lynch 

The Administrative Commit- 
tee of the Exchange was fairly 
strict in vetting applications 
for broking licences. Of thirt- 
een applications received four 
were rejected completely, se- 
ven were isf ■«. . licences (see 
box) -and two ha»'t still to ac- 
cept invitations to become bro- 
kers. * 

Reliable business sources ha- 
ve told the Jordan Times that 
another brokerage house may 
be formed by Jordanians in 
partnership with the world’s 
largest stock broking firm, the 
giant U.S. Merrill Lynch & Co. 
Inc. or Its main subsidiary, Me- 
rrill Lynch Pierce Fenner & 
Smith who maintain offices in 
Beirut, Dubai, and Abu DhabL 
If such a partnership is form- 
ed an application for a brok- 
er’s licence will almost cer- 
tainly he viewed with favour 
by the Committee according to 
Exchange sources. 

. Another possible broker on 
the Exchange is the Jordanian- 
Arablan Investment Bank, cur- 
rently under formation with 
declared capital of JD 5 mil- 
lion. However the Exchange 
Administrative Committee will 
view an application from this 
bank only after it forms a sub- 
sidiary company whose opera- 
tions are strictly limited to bro- 
king. 

All seven licenced brokers 
are private limited companies. 
Only one, Financial Services 
Inc. Co. Ltd. which has the hi- 
ghest declared capital of the 
seven (see box) is licenced to 
perform all four functions li- 
cenced by. the Exchange.

A Stock Exchange official ex- 
plained the role of "salesman” 
as. “for example the company 
is permitted to send someone 
to another country to sell sha- 
res that may not be moving on 
the Exchange floor." 

The Stock Exchange is ope- 
rating under the temporary law 
of 1977. Meanwhile Dr. Sab- 
bagh said that studies are in 
hand to develop the present ad- 
ministration of the Stock Ex- 
change into a Stock E xchan ge 
Commission. 

He also told the Jordan Ti- 
mes that a revision co Che Co- 
mpanies Act was being intro- 
duced to proscribe insider tra- 
ding. This amendment will give 
the Stock Exchange the power 
to void any transactions in sha- 
res where they toed insider 
knowledge has been used whi- 
ch damaged any party Involved 
in the transaction. The Exchan- 


ge wilt also have the power in 
such cases to enforce compen- 
sation to the injured party. 

The Amman Stock Exchange 
is the fourth Arab stock ex- 
change. Others operate in Ku- 
wait and Dubai. Beirut’s excha- 
nge, the Bourse suspended ope- 
rations during the civil war but 
is expected to reopen shortly.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 
(AFP). — French President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing told 
a television audience here yes- 
terday that he will reaffirm 
France’s intention to go ah- 
ead with its controversial fa- 
st-breeder nuclear energy pro- 
gramme when he meets visit- 
ing U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter in Paris this week. 

"The so-called fast- breeders 
could reduce 50 times the con- 
sumption of natural uranium 
ore, so it is absolutely vital 
for us. But we think we must 
progress along this way and if 
we have all safeguards, why 
not?’’, Mr. Giscard d’Estaing 
told interviewers Bob Clark 
and Pierre Salinger on the 
ABC television network prog- 
ramme Issues and Answers. 

During his visit to Iran Pre- 
sident Carter and the Shah 
made an agreement in princi- 
ple in the nuclear field allow- 
ing Iran to buy between six to 
eight nuclear reactors from the 
United States, American sour- 
ces said here. 

The agreement can only be 
ratified after the U.S. Congress 
adopts legislation it is cur- 
rently debating. 

Tran, the sources said, has 
agreed to abide by all the in- 
ternational control clauses ai- 


med at ensuring that waste 
from nuclear reactors will not 
be used for military ends.

South, declarer in an un- 
comfortable five diamond 
contract, put his assets to 
good use In an impressive 
display of technique. 

: We are not enthralled 
with North's bidding. Since 
South's diamonds . were 
marked as being no more 
than four cards long. North 
should have rebid his clubs 
rather than prefer diamonds 
at his third turn. A contract 
of six dubs would have been 
easier than five diamonds! 

West led his top spade, 
and declarer realized that he 
had a problem. Dummy’s 
dubs were an appealing 
source of tricks, but de- 
clarer saw that if he tried to 
draw trumps and the suit 
should divide 4-2, he 



wouldn't have the entries to 
establish and cash the dubs. 
Even if trumps were 3-3, the 
defenders might still shut 
out dummy's long 'suit by 
persisting with spades at 
every opportunity, removing 
vital entries to the table. 

Declarer found a better 
way. He won the king of 
wades in hand, cashed the 
ace of clubs and, to prepare' 
for a crossruff, the ace-king 
of hearts. He entered dum- 
my with the ace of spades 
and ruffed a dub with a low 
trump. A spade ruff allowed 
West, to discard a club, but 
declarer was in dummy for 
another club lead. The wis- 
dom of cashing the hearts 
was now apparent. If de- 
clarer had not deared those 
cards, East would sluff a 
heart and later would have 
been able to ruff one of de- 
clarer's high hearts to defeat 
the contract. 

Since it would not help to 
ruff in front of dedar&r. East 
shed a spade. Declarer ruff- 
ed, felling West's king, and 
led a heart. A careless play- 
er would have ruffed with 
dummy's ten and gone down. 
Not our South. He ruffed 
with the ace of diamonds and 
then took the precaution of 
ruffing a dub with the king, 
to make sure he could not be 
overruffed. 

Now declarer was down to 
the ten of trumps in dummy, 
the jack in his hand and 
two losers in each hand. But 
he had taken the first ten 
tricks. The eleventh trick 
was easy. He led a heart and 
raffed with the ten. East 
could overruff with the 
queen, but the jack of dia- 
monds would then be the 
game-going trick. '

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No survivors likely among 213 
in Air India's Jumbo jet crash

BOMBAY. Jan. 2 (R). — 
Ships and helicopters of the 
Indian navy have found the 
wreckage of an Air India Bo- 
eing 747 carrying 213 passeng- 
ers and crew, which exploded 
and plunged into the sea four 
miles from the coast here last 
night. 

'They are all presumed de- 
ad. We do not think there are 
any survivors,” an airline offi- 
cial said today. 

Two Americans and nine 
passengers from Arab count- 
ries were aboard the Jumbo 
jet bound for Dubai 

Many of the 179 Indian pas- 
sengers were believed to have 
been going to Dubai to take 
up new jobs there. 

Thirty-seven women, three 
infanta and 14 children were 
on the aircraft which lost con- 
tact with the Bombay Control 
Tower ten minutes after take 


off. Hie plane had a crew of 
23. 

Many people living near the 
sea here 'Saw the plane turn 
into a ball of fire and plunge 
into the Arabian Sea. “It went 
off like a bomb and then a 
huge fire engulfed it and it 
dived into the sea,” said a 
fisherman who saw the crash. 

Air India officials refused to 


say what might have caused 
the explosion and crash -- 
the airline’s and India's worst 
air disaster. 

“We cannot say it was sabo- 
tage or otherwise unless we 
have firm evidence. We can- 
not speculate. Anything could 
have happened,” an airline of- 
ficial said. 

But officials confirmed that 
the flight had been delayed by 


Gandhi supporters’ move 
splits Congress Party 


With Independents on his side 
Eoevit's cabinet expected soon 


ANKARA, Jan. 2 (R). — 
Independent deputies in the 
Turkish parliament today pub- 
licly declared their support for 
Prime Minister-Designate Bu- 
lenfc Ecevit. enabling him to 
say he would announce his 
new government -very soon. 

President Fahri Kcruturk 
yesterday invited Mr. Ecevit 
to form a government after 
Saturday's defeat on a confi- 
dence vote oi the rightwing 
coalition headed by Mr. Suley- 
man Demirei. 

Mr. Ecevit test night met a 
group o? deputies, now sitting 
as Independents, whose recent 
defection fr ce Mr. Dsmirel’s 


Justice Party (JP) ensured its 
defeat 

The deputies, 10 ex-JP men 
and one original Independent, 
said today they would join a 
government led by Mr. Eoevit’s 
Republican People’s Party 
(RPP). 

The group, which holds the 
effective balance of power in 
the lower house of the Nation- 
al Assembly, did not specify 
how many cabinet posts zt 
would be given in return for 
its support. 

Mr. Ecevit told reporters be 
would' be able to announce his 
government in a very short 
while, adding that he was con- 


fident it would be a consistent 
and successful one. 

President Koruturk yester- 
day appealed for political sta- 
bility in Turkey, one day after 
Mr. Demirel's coalition govern- 
ment was toppled in parliame- 
nt 

President Koruturk said in 
his New Year message to the 
nation that "the most import- 
ant question faced by Turkey 
is the lack of political stabili- 
ty. 

“In order to overcome poli- 
tical, social and economic dif- 
ficulties, it is necessary to st- 
art a wide dialogue among the 
political parties,” he said. 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 2 (Agen- 
cies). — India’s opposition Co- 
ngress Party today split in 
two when a convention sup- 
porting former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi declared itself 
the real Congress and elected 
her as its president 

But Mr. Brahmananda Reddi, 
the President whom Mrs. Gan- 
dhi claimed to have ousted, 
said in a swift and sharp re- 
action that the election was 
unconstitutional and illegal. 
He summoned an emergency 
meeting of the party's Execu- 
tive Committee, its top policy- 
making body to assess the sit- 
uation. 

Today’s move was the cli- 
max of a struggle raging in 
the former ruling party for mo- - 
nths over Mrs. Gandhi’s eff- 
orts to recapture control. She 
had headed it with almost to- 
tal control from the last split 
in 1969 until she lost general 
elections last March. 

The split occurred when a 
party rump calling itself the 
“Convention of Congressmen”, 
after meeting here for two 
days, declared that it had “un- 
animously chosen” Mrs. Gan- 
dhi as “Congress President”. 
A resolution claimed that the 


"convention represented the 
Indian National Congress.” 

Only last week, the Cong- 
ress Party was celebrating its 
82nd anniversary. 

Following today’s move, the- 
re are Gandhi and Reddi fac- 
tions in Congress. 

The strength of each faction 
can be judged by the fact that 
last month eight members of 
the Congress Executive Com- 
mittee, including Mrs. Gandhi, 
resigned from tins top body 
which has 21 members. 

Mrs. Gandhi’s electoral de- 
feat last March, when cong- 
ress seats in the lower house 
fell from 350 to 153, resulted 
in her also losing control of 
the party. 

Mrs. Gandhi, is not forming 
a new party, in the belief that 
her supporters will have enou- 
gh strength to sweep her into 
power as new president of the 
Congress. 

Meanwhile, under the terms 
of the resolution supporting 
her today, she has been urged 
to take appropriate steps to 
organise the Congress at all 
levels in consultation with oth- 
er prominent leaders of her 
group.

Mr. Arafat was cheered by 
about 10,000 Palestinians at a 
Beirut rally as he hurled defi- 
ance at President Carter, who 
confers with Saudi Arabian le- 
aders and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat this week. 

The rally included the big- 
gest display of Palestinian mi- 
litary strength since the civil 
war in Lebanon ended more 
than a year ago. 

The rally marked the 13th 
anniversary of the first com- 
’mando operation against Isra- 
el. 

The procession was led ar- 
ound a sports stadium by guer- 
rillas carrying rocket launchers 
and riding in vehicles mounted 
■with heavy -rachmeguns. 

Mr. Arafat, Chairman of the 
yaisstini Liberation Organisa- 
tion. said: 




"When. Carter says no to 
a Palestinian state, he says no 
to peace In the Middle East 

'-Teace and stability can on-’ 
ly be achieved in the region 
through the Palestinian revo- 
lution," Mr. Arafat said. 

Mr. Carter said last week 
he did not favour establishme- 
nt of an independent Palestin- 
ian state. 

Mr. Arafat also replied to re- 
cent statements by UJ5. Nati- 
onal Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, saying; "Someone 
called Brzezinski says *bye-bye 
PLO’. To him I say goodbye to 
America In the Middle East” 

In an annual address issued 
by the Palestine news agency 
WAFA, Mr. Arafat said: "Let 
us escalate our military strug- 
gle against the Zionist enemy." 

The PLO leader said that 
enemies of the Palestinians, 
under U.S. leadership, were 
trying to create a variety of 
puppet states In occupied Arab 
territories. 

“There capitulationist peace 


win pass only over the bodies 
of our martyrs,” he said. 

"Be vigilant and grip your 
guns more tightly, because fr- 
om their barrels will emerge 
the answer to all capitulatio- 
nist solutions.” 

Mr. Arafat was joined by 
Mr. George Habash, leader of 
the Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine (PFLP). 

The two men, who have he- 
ld differing views on how to 
achieve an independent Pales- 
tinian state, were reconciled at 
a meeting last month of Arab 
leaders opposed to Egypt’s pe- 
ace talks with Israel. 

In the Beirut rally were tro- 
ops from a military academy 


in the Sabra Palestinian camp 
in the suburbs of the city. 

One unit was led by a elder- 
ly woman who lost her hus- 
band and several of her sons 
in the civil war. She walked 
slowly, brandishing an auto- 
matic rifle. 

A special cheer was reserv- 
ed for a group of Palestinian 
academics who had flown from 
their homes in the UJ5. for 
the event. 

The delegation carried ban- 
ners attacking President Sad- 
at’s suggestion that Palestin- 
ian professors living in Ameri- 
ca should represent their coun- 
trymen at Middle East peace 
talks. 


London police probe 
Syrian diplomats 
death in bomb blast 


LONDON, Jan. 2 (R). — Bri- 
tish police yesterday searched 
for a motive for Saturday ni- 
ght’s bomb assassination in 
London of fixe Syrian medical 
attache and his driver. 

An 0.5 kg. bomb, apparent- 
ly planted in an embassy Vo- 
lvo limousine, tore off the do- 
ors and roof, instantly killing 
diplomat Jawdat Awad, 40, 
and driver Sayed Sbibly, 27. 

Mr. Awad had bear posted 
to Britain a year ago. Both 
the dead men were married. 
Mr. Awad had two sons and 
Mr. Shibly had three young 
children. 


Neither the police Anti-Ter- 
rorist Squad nor the Syrian 
Embassy was prepared to sp- 
eculate on possible motives for 
the attack. 

A special check was being 
made on passengers leaving 
London’s Heathrow Airport, 
especially for Middle East de- 
stinations. 

Police said the car had been 
stationary when the bomb we- 
nt off in the fashionable May- 
fair district .which police cor- 
doned off yesterday as detec- 
tives probed the debris for 
dues.

Cambodia on Saturday an- 
nounced over Pnomh Penh Ra- 
dio that It had temporarily 
broken off relations with Han- 
oi. All Vietnamese Embassy 
staff in the Cambodian capital 
have been told to leave by 
Jan. 7 and air links between 
the two countries have been 
suspended. 

Hanoi responded to the Ca- 
mbodian move with a call for 
early talks to settle the bord- 
er conflict So fax these have 
been met wkh stony silence 
fro m Pnomh Penh. 

But yesterday Vietnam ap- 
peared to step up its quarrel 
with Cambodia when the offi- 
cial Vietnamese newspaper 
Nhan Dan said Cambodian for- 
ces bad been sent repeatedly 
to attack and occupy many 
parts of Vietnam. 

The newspaper’s editorial 
comment, which was carried 


by the Vietnam news agency 
and monitored * here, said Ca- 
mbodian forces had caused "in- 
numerable losses in lives and 
property to our people.” 

It added: "We were filled wi- 
th horror and sadness at the 
sights of destroyed Vietname- 
se villages, of Vietnamese 
old people, children and wom- 
en -- beheaded, disembowelled 
and charred by Kampuchean 
(Cambodian) soldiers.” 
Observers here noted that 
m the background of the bor- 
der conflict which might oth- 
erwise be dismissed as yet an- 
other localised dispute In the 
tormented history of South- 
east Asia, are two of the wor- 
ld’s superpowers -• the Soviet 
Union and China. 

China, which has become in- 
creasingly friendly with Ca- 
mbodia in recent months, has 
expressed regret at the border 
fighting, but there has been no 
official comment on the dispu- 
te from the Soviet Union, wh- 
ich has close relations with 
Vietnam. .

Stalin’s alliance rejected 


LONDON, Jan. 2 (R). — Soviet dictator Joseph Stalin sug- 
gested a military alliance with Britain In 1947, according to 
British cabinet papers released for the first time on New 
Year's Eva. 

The papers also showed that In that year Britain was co- 
nsidering some kind of union with France, or perhaps some 
larger Western European union, while it was also beset with 
the problems of Palestine and Middle East oil. 

Stalin’s suggestion of an alliance, made in talks with the 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff, Lord Montgomery of Al- 
ameda, met with an extremely cautious reaction from tire La- 
bour Party government of Prime Mi n is t er Clement Attiefer 

Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin said he was concerned at 
Soviet intentions awl the cabinet, after hearing, a suggestion 
that Stalin might be wanting to secure his Western flank in 
event of a conflict with the United States In the Pacific, en- 
dorsed his view that the matter should not be taken any 
further. 

During a year which saw Britain’s first major imperial 
withdrawal -- the granting of independence to India and 
Pakistan -- Mr. Bevin was in the midst of a series of key 
decisions on foreign policy. 

- . Most of the key decisions on India had already been ta- 
ken by the start of the year, but Western Europe and Pal- 
estine demanded constant attention. 

With World War H ending just two years earlier, the 
country was in the grip of economic crisis and the cabinet 
thought austerity could help create political security In Wes- 
tern Europe. 

Mr. Bevin said he walked a comprehensive study made of 
the implications of some form of union with France or Western 
Europe, 


Speaking 10 days before the founding of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) and 25 years before Britain fin- 
ally joined it, Mr. Bevin said there , were obvious political ad- 
vantages in a closer association. 

It seemed likely, he saM, “that this could best be achiev- 
ed by creating a community of commercial Interests " althou- 
gh tms would not necessarily be economically advantageous to 
Britain. 

The papers also show how Britain, then, dependent on 
Middle East suppliers for 60 per cent of its oil, found itself 
Inching towards the “desperate remedy" of partitioning Pa- 
lestine between Jews and Arabs. 

One memorandum, drawn up by Mr. Bevin and Colonial 
Secretary Arthur Creech-Jones, predicted that partition wo- 
uld result in an Arab uprising and that the attendant hostili- 
ty of Arab states could contribute to the. elimination of Bri 
tish Influence from the vast Moslem area between Greece 
and India. 

“This would not only have strategic consequences. It 
would also jeopardise the security of our interest hs the inc- 
reasingly important oil production in the Middle East.” 

Mr. Bevin tried to avert partition by persuading Domin- 
ion governments - - such as Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land -« to accept Jewish refugees. But he bad no success in 
this, although President Harry Truman of the United States 
tried to help by including Jews in a special immigrant quota 
for “displaced persons". 

Mir. Bevin finally .advised the cabinet that Britain should 
surrender Its Mandate over Palestine and withdraw British, 
troops in 1948, as he was not prepared to enforce a settle- 
ment winch was unacceptable to Jews or Arabs. 

The problem was then gradually handed over to the Uni- 
ted Nations, which voted for partition In November 1947. 


Israel’s population -- official data 

WEST JERUSALEM, Jan. 2 (Agencies) — Israel’s popula- 
tion rose by 2.1 per cent last year, reaching 3.650,000 on New 
Year’s Eve, the Central Bureau -of Statistics announced here 
yesterday. It said there were 3,076,000 Jews and 574,000 non- 
Jews, including Moslems and Christian V living in Israel. The 
Jewish population grew by 1.8 per cent compared with 2.1 per 
cent in 1976, while the non-Jewisb population increased by 3.5 
per cent compared with 3.9 per cent in 1976. The number of 
Jewish immigrants to Israel last year rose to 21,500, a nine per 
cent increase over 1976. 

Spain grants Basque country autonomy 

MADRID, Jan. 2 (R). — The Spanish government on Satur- 
day granted provisional autonomy to the violence-ridden Basque 
country but left Navarre Province the option of a referendum 
to decide whether it wants to join the new entity, Navarre’s 
reluctance to join the three other Basque provinces in an auto- 
nomous region had held up cabinet approval of plans agreed 
by the government and Basque representatives last month. 

Quebec undaunted by Trudeau threat 

QUEBEC CITY, Quebec, Jan. 2 (R), — Parti Quebecois lead- 
ers yesterday shrugged off Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau's war- 
ning that he would use force to prevent legal steps by French- 
speaking Quebec Province to separate from the rest of Canada. 
M. Claude Morin, the Quebec Minister of Inter-Government 
Affairs said: "The Quebec people have opted for self-determina- 
tion, despite what Mr. Trudeau says.” He added that the future 
of Quebec would be decided by Quebecers and not by actions 
of the type the prime minister was suggesting. Quebec Premier 
Rene Levesque has promised a referendum on the issue of a 
separatist Quebec but has not set a date. 

After Damascus Siad Barre in Egypt 

CAIRO, Jan. 2 (R). — Somali President Mohammad Siad Bar- 
re left Cairo today by plane for Aswan in Upper Egypt where 
he will meet with President Anwar Sadat, the Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) reported. Mr. Siad Barre, who arrived 
yesterday after a one-day visit to Syria, was seen off at the air- 
port by Egyptian Vice President Husni Mubarak. 

- Golda Meir’s condition reported better 

TEL AVIV, Jan. 2 (R). — Former Israeli Prime . Minister 
Golds Meir, 79, who was admitted to hospital on Saturday and 
treated for exhaustion, was feeling well today and her condi- 
tion has improved, a hospital spokesman said. Doctors could 
not say, however, when she would be released from the Beilin- 
son Hospital near here. Mrs. Meir was taken to hospital after 
complaining she felt faint. Preliminary tests showed there has 
nothing wrong with her heart, hospital officials said yesterday. 

S. African newsman flees arrest 

MASERU, Lesotho, Jan. 2 (AFP). — South African journa- 
list Donald Woods, who fled his country on Saturday and took 
refuge in the British Consulate here, will leave for London via 
Mozambique today, infonned sources said. Mr. Woods, editor 
-of the East London Daily Dispath, fled from his home where 
he was under house arrest with his grey-hair dyed black and 
wearing a false moustache. He hitched * lifts in three cars for 
the 300 tans, from his East London home to the Lesotho border 
and then swam the flood-swollen Thele River to cross into 
Lesotho- His wife and their five children made their way sens 
rately by car to Lesotho.
